sible to obtain ships of about 8000 tons 
instead of 2500 as contem plated by the 
bill. 
It was only very rn^ n tly that the 
construction board agreed upon the gen­ 
eral features of the new ships, and now 
the chief constructor is about ready to 
show the designs.

The calculations upon which the de­ 
signs were enlarged so as to provide 
ships of 8400 tons instead of 2500 were ! 
based upon the prioes of material and 
the rates of labor ruling when the b ill! 
became a law. 
If it had been possible 
to advertise at once for bids for construc­ 
tion theie is no doubt that the expecta­ 
tions of the departm ent woald have been 
realized. 
W ithin a few weeks, unfor­ 
tunately for tile government, tho prioes ; 
of iron and steel have greatly increased ! 
and the w ages of labor have advaneed 
from IO to 15 per cent in the iron trade. 
These facts are sure to be kept 
u 
mind by the contractors when the bids 
are made, and it is now a matter of 
doubt if shipbuilders w ill rush in with 
bids for the six cruisers within the 
lim it of price fixed by the senate and 
house. 
The work on the new battleships also 
provided for by the naval appropriation 
bill, is stopped because it was u s e -1 
less to try to get the best known armor 
at the lim it of cost allow ed by congress. 
The Krupp steel, which it was desired 
to use on the battleship of the latest 
class allowed, is held at $500 a ton, or 
was when the bill was passed. Congress 
was w illing to pay only $800 per ton. 
A s the makers of Krupp steel are certain 
to add som ething to the cost of that I 
armor to m eet the increased cost of 
iron, the chances of m aking an early 
beginning on the Maine, Missouri and 
Ohio, are not promising.
